OSSORY WORKERS AND PEACE. 


At @ special meeting of the Ossory and South 
Leis Trades Council, the following resolution 
was passed unanimously, on the motion of Mr. 
Keiran Kelly :— 

“That we, the members of the Ossery and 
South Leix Workers’ Council, in al meet. 
ing assembled, do deplore the unnatural deadly 
strife now raging in our unfortunate country, 
that can have no other result then that of 
utterly destroying the historic character of our 
noble race. Both of the contending parties 
have ignored the combined efforts of the Irish 
Labour Party National Executive and the 
elected Labour representatives of An Dail to 
bring peace, not alone in the interests of the 
working-class, but of all sections of the people, 
who really have the welfare of the nation at 
heart. We call upon the National Congress of 
the Irish Labour Party, which is to assemble 
on Monday, the 7th August, to renew the efforts 
of the National Executive Committee to formn- 
late some scheme to bring us peace; and we, the 
Ossory and South Leix Workers’ Council, re- 
presenting thousands of workers, pledge our 
full support to any action which the Congress 
deems it expedient to adopt: and we are con- 
fident that all other elemenis, excepting those 
obsessed with the demon of militarism, wil! give 
sufficient support te render Labour's effort in 
this important matter effective. 


THE USE OF IRISH. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Churchill, replying to Sir C. Oman, who asked 
whetifer he had protested against the recent 
attempt of the Provisional Government in Ire- 
land to force compulsory Irish into all official 
correspondence, said that he had seen the docu- 
ment referred to, but he was not aware of any 
agreement that Irish and English should be 
equally permissible, as suggested in the ques- 
tion, Even if such an agreement e _ be 
should not feel called upon to protest against 
the use by Irish Government offices of the Irish 
equivalents for the purely forma! beginnings 
and endings of their letters. He did not antict- 
pate that the Irish Ministers would willingly 
incut the very great confusion which would 
inevitably result from the use of Irish for the 
material - part of their correspondence. 
(Laughter.) 

Sir C. Oman—Is the right hon. gentleman 
aware that the official who sent me this com- 
plaint has been murdered since the letter 
reached me lest Monday ? 

Mr. Churchill said that was a very different 
matter to that contained in the question. 

Sir C. Oman asked if Mr. Churchill had re- 
ectved a note that he had sent him asking for 
the return of the document he had forwarded, 
because it was the last reminiscence of a friend 
of his who had been murdered in Ireland. 

Mr. Churchill replied that he was surprised 
that he had not received the note, and he would 
make inquiries about it.

Ireland’s Burden 

The Irish Committee of the 
polite letter to the Government in Dublin.

British people would feel more satisfied 
with themselves if they could do the hand- 
some thing in either case—pay what they 
owe to the United States and remit what 
the rest of Europe owes to them. 
Whether they can afford to do this or not 
is a weighty matter. The Government 
appears to think that they cannot.

Horatio Bottomley. . 


Yesterday afternoon, on the motion of 
Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Horatio Bottomley 
was expelled from the House of Commons. 
A word of regret was spoken by Colonel 
John Ward which, no doubt, will find an 
echo in the hearts ‘of the wider audience 
before whom Mr. Bottomley has played 
his part on the political stage. The 
regret is not, and cannot be, that Horatio 
Bottomley, the financial adventurer-whose 
exploits in the no man’s land: of stock 
manipulation and wild-cat company pro- 
motion ante-date by many years his entry 


into political life, has been called upon io 


pay the penalty of his failure to live up to 
the standards of honesty that the law im- 
poses on all citizens. The regret must be 
that a man of Mr. Bottomley’s great 
ability, force of character and magnetic 
personality should have failed to steer » 
straight course, and, even after he had 
attained the coveted honour of a seat in 
Parliament, should have been unable to 
keep his fingers clean. His letter to the 
Speaker of the House disclosed the fact 
that the writer’s mentality is not different 
from that of other men of ability who 
have come to grief in the same way. 
Mr. Bottomley. feels that he has been 
hardly treated, but that feeling he shares 
with nearly every criminal that ever has 
stood in the dock. More pathetic, because 
more obviously sincere, is his regret that 
he should have brought disgrace upon 
the House of Commons, of which he was 
ao proud to be a member. It is easy, 
however, for the wrong-doer to become 
both penitent and pathetic when he con- 
templates what he has lost as the result 
of his misdeeds. Up to the present Mr. 
Bottomley has found no wofd to say about 
the loss that his financia] irregularities 
inflicted dn those who confided their small 
resources to his care.

The Padlock Society. 


“It really doesn’t matter,’’ sang Bun- 
thorne, “if it’s only idle chatter of a 
transcendental kind.” Yet Dr. Armitage 
Smith is quite convinced that it matters 
very much, Therefore, he has founded 
the “Padlock Society,’’ the object of 
which is to stop “thoughtless chatter " 
by getting people to swear on an open 
padlock that they will try their utmost 
“never to say an unkind thing, true or 
untrue, about anyone.’’ A more ridiculous 
idea never occupied the human skull. 
Ninety-five per cent, of the gaiety of 
nations, the atmosphere of gladness that 
pervades the happy home, arid the oil of 
mirth that lubricates the wheels of human 
intercourse is furnished by the unkind 
things that.~we say about others. Our 
sallies at the expense of our friends are 
exceeded in value as a civilising medium 
only by our masterly analyses of our 
enémies. In either case the savour of our 
Attic salt is more likely to be dulled than 
sharpened by unnecessary adherence to 
the facts. It is by having his feelings 
hurt that man has learned to walk up- 
right and to livé in garden cities instead 
of remaining a minute lump of protozoic 
jelly swimming in a tepid lagoon. One 
remembers the grandmamma in the 
pathetic poem who was “cruel only to be 
kind,” and the painful incident that 
followed. The corrective hand of Nature 
is far more drastic than any with which 
the poet came in contact. The world is 
rightly enough in need of a Padlock 
Society ; but the purpose of the padlock 
should be other than that to which Dr. 
Armitage Smith would put it.

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AN‘ AMERICAN’S VIEW 
OF IRELAND. -. 


MR. DE VALERA’S POSITION. 
Again? 

(BY OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

There is at present in Dublin a distinguished 


American, in the person of Mr. James Duval i 


Phelan, member of the United States Senate. 
Mr. Phelan, as his name indicates, is of Irish 
descent, both his parents coming from the 
Oueen's County. He was born in San Fran- 
cisco, of which city. he has been three times

leading representatives in the Sena 
United States. ; 

Both in political and financial circles Mr. 
Phelan is a prominent man in the United 
States. Like other Americans of Irish descent, 
he is keenly interested in Irish affairs. In re- 
cent years he took an active part in the ad- 
vancement of the Irish cause in America, and 
aided, ‘as far as possible, the efforts of Irish 
leaders on their psa lay the United States to 

ain American sympathy. “ty 
: To an Irish Times a resentative who saw 
him at the Shelbourne Hotel yesterday Mr. 
Phelan expressed the regret, which is common 
to ali American visitors, at the state of affairs 
at present existing in Ireland. — i, i 

“Mr. de Valera,” he said, “ is an impractic- 
able idealist. At one time he seemed willing 
to compromise on what was known 39: the 
Cuban policy, but he afterwards denied that. 
When he came back here and came across ihe 
other extremists, he seems to have chanzed his 
views. As a result he has precipitated. what 
has almost risen to the dignity of civil war. It 
certainly has involved the killing of splendid 
men on both sides who” might have been valu- 
able when ‘the rebuilding of the country was 
organised... ‘The folly of it 1s becoming more 
grievous every day. So far as I can see, the 
vast preponderance of the people have no 
patience with his campaign. 

Mr. Phelan referred to the efforts of Mr. 
de Valera in America, in which he and others 
had given some help. . They had hoped that the 
aspirations of the Irish people would be 
gratified. He emphasised that it was the aspira- 
tions of the Irish people as a whole that they 
had in view. The Irish people had expressed 
themselves, by the recent elections, in favour of 
the Treaty settlement, and that ought to be 
conclusive with both parties. They could have 
rejected the Treaty and continued the war with 
England, but they chose not to do that. — . 

“If,” said Mr. Phelan, “any of the British 
Dominions got a particular measure of in- 
dependence—which so far as I have observed 
they did: not ask—Ireland would be in a position 
to demand the same privileges. Canada is @ 
well-governed country, and contributes nothing 
to the support of the Empire, nor woule Ireland 
have contributed anything, while cnjoying the 
protection her geographical position affords her, 
and she would be thus in a position to develop 
her resources and become a great and pros- 
perous country. 

“Ireland, I. think, has always listened te 
American public opinion, and always accepted 
America’s financial support in her many cam- 
paigns for a larger measure of home government, 
and if it were possible for friends of Ireland in 
America to express themselves, it might possibly 
have some effect. 

“When I go back to ‘America I will have to 
give some expression of my opinion. The 
North can only be brought into the new Go- 
vernment after an admunstration of, perhaps, 
many years by the peuple of the South, and as 
the result of the capacity they show to govern 
themselves.” 

Mr. Phelan will cross to-day to London, in 
continuation of the holiday trip which he is now 
enjoying. 


COMMERCIAL IRISH. 


KINGSTOWN COUNCIL AND 
ITS OFFICIALS. 


A motion, proposed by Mr. 8. O. h-Uadhaigh, 
and seconded by Mr. Morrissey, that each officer 
in the service of the Kingstown Urban Council, 
who is under 50 years of age, be required to have 
a knowledge of commercial Irish in a year, and 
that the examination of the officers be entrusted 
to a competent person, to be appointed by the 
Council, was adopted ai last night’s meeting of 
the Council, 

The Chairman said that, in his opinion, the 
motion was. not severe, and there was, no ques- 
tion of duress. It did not mean that any 
official who did not become proficient in a year 
would be dismissed. He referred to the spirit 
which was evident among all the members of 
the Council of desiring to master the language, 
and said that it was a’ perfectly reasonable 
motion. 

An amendment by Councillor Good, seconded 
by Councillor Cook, to delete the word “ re- 
quired,’’ and substitvte “expected,” was de- 
feated by 6 votes to 4. 


DENTAL EDUCATION, 


In his presidential address to the British 
Dental Association at Newcastle-on-Tyne yester- 
day, Mr. J. T. Jameson said that the time had 
come when education on the importance of 
teeth and oral hygiene should be compulsory 
throughout the schools. A great increase in 
dental cures seemed to coincide with the pro- 
duction of less pure form of prepared sugar. 
The teeth of the little urchins of Jamama, 
who were constantly chewing pure cane sugar. 
were not affected. He hoped that the Dental 
Research Committee, appointed by the Health 
Ministry, was on the Cae of discoveries re- 
lating to teeth decay. 


WESLEYAN CONFERENCE. 


The Wesleyan Conference concluded at 
Sheffield yesterday. A complete list of chair- 
men of districts for the new evclesiastical year, 
which begins on the first Sunday in September, 
is now available. A solemn memorial Service 
was held for 41 ministers who had died durmg 
the year in England, 9 in Ireland, and 10 in 
Foreign Mission stations. 7 

At the final gathering last night, a presenta- 
tion was made to e ris ai and other 
ofhcials, and thanks were accorded io the 
Sheffield Committee. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


SHORT HOURS AND OVERTIME 
CONDEMNED. 


In a report, issued last night, the Select 
Committee of the House of Commons on the 
Estimates, dealing with the work and re- 
muneration of civil servants, roundly condemns 
short hours and the working of, and payment 
for, overtime. The Commitiee also consider 
that holidays are excessive, ranging from three 
to eight weeks, according to various grades. 

They found ‘that civil servants attended at 
10 a.m., had three-quarters of an hour for 
luncheon, and’ left at 5 o'clock, and at 1.30 on 
Saturdays. The Committee say that they do 
not think that 35 to M hours should be con- 
sidered as constituting a fair week's work in 
the Civil Service in ndon. They also con- 
sidered the practice of paying overtime to 
clerical staffs uneconomical and Rabie to abuse, 
and that it should be greatly restricted, if nos 
abolished. 

They add that it is clear that, if the hours of 
work were increased to a moderate extent, it 
would be possible to reduce the staff, and so 
effect a reduction in the cost of the Civil Ser- 
vice. The pre-war Civil Service cost 39 millions: 
the present cost is 67 millions. 


NEW ITALIAN CABINET.

SIGNOR FACTA AGAIN PREMIER. 


ROME, Tuesday. 

At 2.30 this afternoon Signor Facta called 
upon the King and informed him that his 
Cabinet was completed. Ministers will take the 
oath at 5 p.m.

Cabiuet is unchanged, and it is still a Coalition 
of Democrats, Reformists, Populars, and Right, 
the Fascisti and the Socialists being thus ex- 
cluded, as in the preceding Cabinet.

At first much amusement was caused ty 
a question in the name of Sir Charles 
Oman relating to a circular of the Con- 
gested Districts Board directing the use 
of Gaelic complimentary expressions (o!

But 
the comedy was quickly transformed into 
y when Sir Charles mentioned that 
the official from whom he had obtained 
his information had since been murdered 
The Colonial Secretary was obviously 
shocked and said that he had no informa- 
tion on the subject. 

Mr. Churchill made the important 
announcement that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer was prepared to make advances 
in certain cases on malicious injury 
decrees. Application should be made to 
the Irish Ofhee. 

The Minister of Agriculture said that he 
had no power to authorise the free im- 
portation into Great Britain of cattle from 
South Africa except for slaughter at the 
ports. He declined to relax the regula- 
tions at present restricting the free move- 
ment of Irish cattle landed at Scottish 
ports, declaring that they had been proved 
to be a real safeguard against the dis- 
semination. of disease. 


MR. BOTTOMLEY EXPELLED. 


The Bottomley business was very quickly 
over. The Speaker read a long letter from 
the conviet curiously characteristic nf 
his multiplex personality. There were 
passages in it agp manly and dignitied, 
interspersed with others which made one 
cringe even as delivered in Mr. Whitley s 
level tones. One sympathised with Mr. 
Chamberlain, who declined to make his 
duty still more painful by traversing the 
many controversial statements in the 
letter, He contented himself with form- 
ally moving “ that Mr. Horatio Bottomley 
be expelled this House.’’ There was no 
dissentient voice, but Colonel John Ward 
expressed his personal regret that the ex- 
pulsion was necessary. 

The House then turned to the considera- 
tion of the Lords’ amendments to the Con- 
stabulary (Ireland) Bill, and Sir Hamar 
Greenwood, making, perhaps, his last 
formal appearance as Chief Secretary, 
explained the attitude of the Government 
towards them. The most important con- 
cession to the ‘Lords’ view was in respect 
of Lord Carson s proposal to bring the 
pension of a constable invalided out of 
the service in consequence of wounds up 
to the amount that he would have received 
if he had continued to serve till the dave 
of disbandment. He stipulated, however, 
that the wounds must have been received 
after <i Ist, 1919, and not January 
ist, as Lord Carson had suggested. 

The Ear! of Balfour has sent on behalf 
of the Cabinet an important document to 
the United States and other Governments 
concerning the suggested cancellation of 
war debts. It says that our Government 
find it difficult to consider favourably the 
cancellation of debts which the Allies owe 
to Great Britain beyond the amount which 
this country owes to the United States. 
As the exchange stands at present, we owe 
the United States about nine hundred 
million pounds, while the Allies (including 
Russia) owe us eighteen hundred million 
mm It is expected that the Prime 
dinister will deal with this question on 
the Appropriation Bill. It was an- 
nounced to-day in the House that, at the 
request of the Americah Government, the 
visit of the British Delegation to Wash- 
mgton to consider the funding of the 
British debt to.the United States had been 
postponed till the end of September. 


WAR DEBTS. 


This question of war debts will probably 
be one of the main points of the conversa- 
tions tu. take place between the Prime 
Minister and M. Poincaré when he comes 
to London next week. France, undoubted! y, 
is getting very anxious about the repara- 
tions business, particularly as Germany. s 
next payment:is due in a fortnight’s time 
Representatives of Italy and Belgium will 
attend the meetings between the Premiers 
of Franse and Great Britain, but it is 
understood that there will not be any- 
thing in the way of a formal conference. 

The report of the Radio Research 
Board, set up by thé Department oi 
Scientific and Industrial Research to con- 
sider radio-telephony, was issued to-day. 
The Committee arrives at the conclusion 
that the development of radio-telephony 
for long ranges is in an extremely elemen- 
tary stage, and sees no line of develop- 
ment which would be likely to lead to its 
establishment vn a commercial basis within 
a measurable period. For ranges of one 
thousand miles in certain remote localities, 
where the interference from atmospherics 
and other radio communications is not 
excessive, it would be possible to establish 
non-secret radio-telephonic services; but 
the power necessary would be much greater 
than that required by radio-telegraphy 
over the same distance, 

Up to two hundred miles the position 
is more hopeful, and it seems that the 
experiments which are being followed will 

to the development in a reasonable 


time of a system of radio-telephony which 


will approach approximately to re- 
quirements of a commercial system. The 
Committee, however, finds itself unable to 
recommend the use of radio-ielephony as 
a substitute for other means of telegraphic 
communication, except in the cases where 
l.requirements can be met in 
no other economic way. For example, the

THE FINAL ASSAULT, 

(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

ee LIMERICK, Tuesday. 

The actual capture of Tipperary was a very 
brilliantly-conducted operation, in which an 
enemy entrenched and bgrricaded was turned 
precipitately out of a strong position by troops, 
armed only with rifles, and unaided by a single 
machine gun, armoured lorry, or armoured car. 
The troops engaged were 250 of the Dublin 
Guards, under Commandant. O'Connor, and 100 
men of the Tipperary Brigade, under Com- 
mandant Ryan. 

Before the actual attack on Tipperary proper 
began it was necessary to clear the Rank by 
capturing the village of Golden, which lies some 
six miles towards the east. Accordingly, at 
half-past seven last Friday evening, an assault 
was launched, and was quickly successful. Of 
the irregulars two were killed outright, and 24 
were taken prisoners; while in their hurried 
flight they abandoned to the national troops 
an armoured car, a Lewis gun, and several 
thousand rounds of .303: ammunition. 

After a short rest the victorious troops pre- 
pared to attack Tipperary itself. The advance 
vo this town was made by the two roads which 
approach from the north and north-east, and 
converge slightly as they get nearer the town. 
Before the irregular positions in the town could 
be taken a strong advanced post in Rosanna 
House, a building to the north-east of the town, 
bad to be rushed. 


IRREGULARS’ TRENCHES. 


Here the irregulars had profited hy past ex- 
perience, and on the slope of a guarding hill had 
dug two slip trenches, four feet six deep, and 
with well built-up parapets. These trenches 
were assaulted by the Tipperary contingent, 
who were advancing by the westernmost of the 
two roads. They adopted the orthodox method 
of section rushes, whereby one section runs for- 
ward, while the other sections keep down the 
heads of the defenders by means of covering 
fire, and then the section which has just made 
ground lies down and contributes its quota of 
covering fire to aid the progress of one of the 
other sections. 

In this way the whole line practically pro- 
gresses in a wave-like fashion till it is near 
enough to rush the trench with the bayonet or, 
as is the case in this war when bayonets are not 
carried, with the butts of their rifles. In this 
case the enemy did not wait for the final on- 
slaught, but retired upon Tipperary town when, 
after a quarter of an hour's fighting, the 
attackers were beginning to get uncomfortably 
close. i 

In the town of Tipperary sevéral fortified 
positions had been prepared. e four corner 
houses where Bridge street and Main street 
meet had been protected with sandbags, and 
the Abbey School, Carroll's Hotel, and the 
infantry barracks were ale held and barri- 
caded. Accross the stteets were barrel barri- 
cades, notably opposite Dobbyn's Hotel and 
across Spital street. 

At 5 o'clock on Saturday evening the attack 

gan, Commandant Ryan's men advancing 
from the north and Commandant O'Connor's 
men along Spital street from the east. Through- 
out the night the fighting procressed, the 
Guards working their way up “pital street 
from house to hovee. On Sunday morning the 
final blow was delivered. The barricades were 
rushed. The defenders did not wait to trv 
the issue of a hand-to-hand encounter, and by 
midday the whole town was in the national 
army's hands. 

Their losses were three killed and four 
wounded. Their prisoners amounted to 
Their booty in the form of mines, bombs, and 
ammunition was so considerable that it has not 
vet been completely counted. Before leaving 
the irregulars set fire to part of the barracks 
and blew up the water mains to prevent the 
fire from being put out. Three heavy mines 
which had been prepared for the destruction 
of the national troops failed to explode. . 

Tn Clare the last posts of the irreculars are 
collapsing with great ranidity. Kilrush and 
Kilkee have fallen without a blow. the 
irreculars only waiting sufficiently long to burn 
the police barracks and the coastcuard’s station. 
Mr. Simon McInerney, the irregular leader, was 
caught beneath the counter of a puwhlichouse. 
and Mr. Lillis, another leader, walked into the 
arms of a patro! on the Ennie road.

FATAL ATTEMPT TO RESIST

Mr. Harry Boland, M.P., who was shot 
when resisting arrest by national troops in 
the Grand Hote).

Mr. Boland had associated himeelf with the 
irregulare.

Boland to halt, and it was found necessary to 
fire a third shot to prevent his escape. He 
was wounded by the bullet, which entered the 
right side of the abdomen 

The late Mr. Boland ig ern Roscommon 
in the Irish Parliament, having been returned 
as a “ panel” candidate at the recent election. 
He was a strong opponent of the Treaty, and 
was one of the principal supporters of Mr. de 
Valera. He had acted as the anti-Treaty 
jeader’s secretary. For two years he was the 
Irish envoy in the United States. He was a 
prominent member of the Gaelic Athletic Asso- 
viation.

TERRORISM IN DONEGAL. 
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RECONNAISSANCE, 


AT KILMALLOCK. 
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A DANGEROUSJOURNEY.

LIMERICK, Tuesday. 


Kilmallock is certainly not yet 
evacuated, and, if the distance of the 
irregulars’ outposts from the town and 
their strength bear any ordinary relation 
to the main body, there should be still 
nearly a thousand men in the town, The 
accounts were so conflicting that I deter- 
mined to form my own opinion, and, in 
company with a couple of kindred spirits, 
set out this afternoon to visit the outposts 
and, as far as possible, to reconnoitre the 


position of the irregulars. 

Leaving advanced headquarters we made our 
way by reads and ditches to the outpost near- 
est to the enemy lines. The men held a 


tion of land, with a line of fire for about three 
hundred yards' in front of them, broken only 
by two straggling hedges, which did not 
obscure the ground rising. . Behind them, to 
our right centre, stretched a long, straight 
road, on which, some 650 yards away, we coul 
see a white gatepost, behind which the 
irreguiars had a machine gun position. 

About 450 yards ahead was the crest of 
another fold of the land which hid from out 
view all of Killmallock town, except the spire 
and roof of the Roman Catholic Church. 
Clearly it was desirable to reach that crest. 
Clearly also it behoved us to be circumspect. 
as about yards to our left centre the 
rth wep had one of their outposts. We 
skulked forward along a ditch and negotiated 
a water jump through the hollow of a double 
hedge. Thus far—about 100 yards in all—every- 
thing went as per invoice. 

Now on our right a Thompson gun (probably 
the one we had noticed) started ratthng away. 
As we were evidently not the target we p 
on like snakes (not very like snakes) for 
another three hundred yards, when on the 
other side of the particular hedge 
on which we were: depending, a d 
started to bark. This, am convinced, 
gave away our position, as we had only ad- 
ventured another fifty yards or so through a 
haggard when sniper number one paid us a call, 
or, perhaps, I should say, a rumaway knock. 


~HE CREST. 


That desirable crest was still eighty yards 
away. Would we, or would we not? On the 
whole, we would not. Remembering that 
irregular post, now close on our flank, we di 
not run, but—well, we did walk rather fast, 
especially as our left flank began to wake up 
to the extent of two shots being fired at us 
by snipers two and three, one of which might 
have been within five yards. 

_ I obtained an honourable wound of one thorn 
in my hand, caused by undue precipitancy in 
tumbling through a hedge, and so home. 

Our little adventure seemed to have properly 
wakened up another part of the front, where, 
for the next quarter of an hour, there was 
prodigal expenditure of ammunition on the 
irregulars’ part. 

This type of tentative feeling for positions 
is all that is now going on along the Kilmallock 
front. ‘Two nights ago a national patrol pushed 
forward too far, and part of their number were 
surrounded and cut off in. a house, where 
eventually they were forced to surrender. They 
came out with their hands up. As soon as they 
came out, without arms, a bomb was thrown 
among them, which wounded three. Thereupon 
the rest scattered, and in the darkness cm 
to escape, and ten out of the twelve, inclu ing 
one of the wounded men, have now reporte 
back to headquarters for duty.

PARIS, August 1, 1922. 

Monsieur the Chargé d’ Affaires,— 

I have tle honour to any SÁEN receipt 
of your letter of te-day’s date in reply to my 
communication of July 26. I regret to observe 
that this reply does not contain the assurances 
demanded in my. “letter. agreement of 
June 10, 1921, was concluded between Germany 
and the different Allied Powers. Its modifica- 
tion can, in fact, only result from an unam- 

agreement between the contracting 
Pow ->s. 

The Government of the Republic tas already 
informed you hat it was not in its intentions 
to grant changes in the sense indicated by the 
German Note of July 14. The Government .-f 
the Republic is, then, within its right in claim- 
ing, within the period notified in my note of 
July 26—that is to say, before noon on August 
5 the assurance that until the indispensabie 
unanimity for :ny modification has been ob- 
tained, the arrangement of June 10, 1921, will 
be strictly applied, and, notably, that the lump 
sum of £2,000,000 will be paid on August 15 
next. 

If that assurance is not given, the French 
Government will be within its right, in order 
to ensure the application of the existing agree- 
ment, in taking the coercive measures which it 
thinks necessary in the interests of its nationals 
and of those of the other Allied signatory 
States. 

These measures will be enforced, as I have 
indicated, on and after the Sth day of August, 
and the Government of the Republic does not 
see its way to make the very complete plan just 
decided upon in this connection known at pre- 
sent. 

While making reservations regarding the al- 
legations in the Note of August 1, the Govern- 
ment of the Republic only remarks that the 
German Government is not making any effort 
to ensure the payment of the sums due to the 
Allied Clearing Houses from the real debtors— 
that is to say, the German private persons who, 
according to all the information we have re- 
ceived, have contributed by their purchase of 
foreign currency to the present fall of the mark.

THE BRITISH REPLY. 


BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Great Britain, in its reply to Germany’s re- 
quest for a reduction of the Clearing House 
payments, says that His Majesty’s Government 
intend to discuss the questions raised in the 
German Note as soon as possible with the other 
Powers concerned, in order to make a reply at a 
given moment, in conjunction with the other 
Allied Powers. 

The Lokalanzeiger, commenting on 
the British Note, says that the French and 
British replies are inconsistent, adding, “ M. 
Poincaré’s latest threatening Note is evidence of 
France's growing tendency towards separate 
action, the fateful effect of which the British 
Government obviously attempts to soften down.

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BRITISH LETTER TO. 

IRISH GOVERNMENT, 

DIFFICULTIES. AND 
DELAYS. 


———— 


The letter on compensation for malicious 
injuries, which has been sent to the Irish Go. 
vernmont by the Provisional Government of 
Ireland Committee of the Cabinet, was issued 
yesterday as a White Paper. It is dated from 
Downing street, July 26th, 1922. 

The following is the full text of the letter, 
which is addressed to “The Secretary of the 
Provisional Government of Ireland " :— 

Str,— 

(1) His Majesty’s Government have lately 
given anxious consideration to ‘certain insistent 
questions of difficulty arising out of the arrange- 


ee ee Wg 


ments made for the payment of compensation 


to persons who have suffered, in Southern Ire- 
land, injuries that would normally have en- 
titled them to compensation under the Criminal 
Injuries. Acts, They feel aure that the same 
urgent problems must have forced themselves 
upon the attention of the Provisional Govern- 
ment. They desire me, therefore, to communi- 
cate with you fully on the subject. 

(2) As the outcome of an agreement between 
the two Governments in January last, the Com- 
ensation (Ireland) Commission has bgen’ stab- 

shed, under the chairmanship of Lord Shaw 
of Dunfermline, to deal with cases of malicious 
injury to property, sustained between January 
Zist, 1919, and July llth, 1921. His Majesty's 
Government understand that nine cases of: *a- 
siderable variety have been heard and decided 
by this Commission, and that these have 
created precedents which. should lead to the 
settlement without difficulty, and probably 
without formal hearing, of a much greater 
number. 

They understand also that steps have already 
been taken by the Cémmission, with the help 
of the Provisional Government, for the 
appointment of agents who will investigate 
outstanding cases locally, and will be 
empowered to settle them. without delay, in so 
far as the compensation to be awarded may be 
agreed. This procedure is entirely in accord 
with the understanding reached in January last. 

On the other hand, the inevitable delay. in 
starting to dispose of claims on this agreed 
system has naturally caused apprehension, and 
sometimes hardship, among those whose claims 
await settlement. While the two Governments 
share the ultimate responsibility for meeting 
the financial charge -involved, the immediate 
power of resolving those anxieties must, in the 
circumstances, rest primarily with the Pro- 
visional Government. They have undertaken 
to pay, in the first instance, awards made by 
the Commission or arising out of decrees pre- 
viously given by the Courts in defended cases, 
and they alone can secure to the officers of the 
Crown facilities for the prompt and unhampered 
performance of their duties. 


AN ASSURANCE INVITED. 


His Majesty’s Government believe that the 
fullest assistance is being given to. the Com- 
pensation Commission y the Provisional 
Government. They desire, however, to be in a 
position authoritatively to relieve the anxiety 
of those who, from tme to time, approach 
them, as jointly responsible with the Pro- 
visional Government for’ the performance of 
the January agreement. They would, therefore, 
welcome an early official assurance that pay- 
ment has actually been made in all cases that 
have matured for payment, and will be made in 
outstanding cases as these are determined or 
agreed. ey would also be glad of a like 
assurance as to the progress of the work of local 
investigation. 

(3) It was also agreed in January last that 
elaims in respect of malicious injuries, whether 
to persons or property, sustained after July 
11th, 1921, should be dealt with in the usual 
way by the County Courts and discharged by 
the local authorities. That decision was 
reached in the “ie that a resumption 
of normal civil life in Ireland would 
a'low such claims to be readily presented 
by the individual, heard in the course of 
ordinary business by the Court, and paid 
by the local authorities within whose areas 
the injuries had been committed. In practice, 
this resumption of peaceful life has been de- 
layed by persons acting in defiance of the Pro- 
visional | nos “whose challenge to its 
authority has recently, after long forebearance, 
been met by force of arms. From this delay 
have followed two consequences vitally affecting 
the arrangement made in January for the com- 

nsation of persons who have stistained injuries 
since the trucé of’ July lith of fast year» 

(4) The most striking of these conseqtences 
has lain in the wholesale destruction of, Irish 
property, the numerous injuries to Irish citizens, 
which have been inflicted during the fighting 
which began a month ago, and is in progress 
at the date -of this despatch. His Majestys 
Government observe that an offi was 
ublished in the Dublin Gazette of July 11th, 
nviting those who have sustained loss to their. 
property on or since June 27th, in the’ course 
of the military operations of the National 
Army, to lodge with the Provisional Govern- 
ment particulars of their claims. The infer 
from this notice that the Provisional Govern- 
ment have been moved to- contemplate the 
settlement of this large body of claims on a 
national, rather than on a local, basis. : 

While, however, the responsibility for meeting 
these claims to. compensation must rest upon 
the Irish Government, His Majesty's Govern- 
ment cannot divest ‘themselves of a duty to 
see that such claims are met equitably, and as 
romptly as inevitable difficulties allow. They 
would, therefore, be glad if the Provisional 
Government «would inform them fully and 
authoritatively of the measures whicli they 
are adopting to meet these exceptional claims 
in respect of injuries, whether to person or 


property. 
PERSONS DETERRED. 


(5) A second consequence of the delay in the 
return to normal conditions in Southern Ire- 
land has also engaged the anxious consideration 
of His Majesty’s Government. A number of 
cases have come to their notice of persons who 
have suffered malicious injury to person and 

roperty since July llth of last year, but who 
Ba been deterred or prevented, by the very 
causes which led up to the recent fighting, 
from prosecuting their lawful claims in the 

way. 
—- such cases, though notices have been 
lodged, the Courts have been unable to sit and 
deal with them. In others, the injured party 
has been deterred from giving notice of claim, 
for fear of prejudicing thereby, before order 
should be restored, the welfare or safety of 
himself, or of kinsmen who have remained in 
Ireland. Prominent among these latter cases 
are those of men lately serving in the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, who have been murdered or 
otherwise inju in person or property by 
criminais, inspired by motives of revenge to- 
wards their victims and ill-will towards the 
rovisional Government. 
ae this. matter, also, His Majesty’s Govertt- 
ment feel that they have alike inalienable re- 
sponsibility. They are led to believe, by the 
indication of policy contained in the published 
notice of July llth, as well as by the prompt 
and cousiderate answer mac: to their repre- 
sentations of May 13th, on behalf of persons 
who have been compelled to flee from Ireland, 
that the Provisional Government will not have

MODIFICATION OF

“WRITE OFF IN ONE

The reports current in New York recently 
that the British Government was con- 
sidering a method for relieving the 
uneconomic condition of Europe by the 
aancellation of debts due to Great Britain 
by her Allies and the associated Powers 
on condition that the German reparation 
demand was modified are confirmed. 

In a Foreign Office despatch to the 
interested nations, the Earl of Balfour 
says:— “The policy favoured by His 
Majesty's Government is that of sur 
rendering their share of German repara- 
tion and writing off, through one great 
transaction, the whole body of inter-Allied 
indebtedness.’ 

If this policy does not commend itsel! 
to the Allies, the British Government will 
have to press for the repayment of Anglo- 
French loans to enable Great Britain to 
repay the monéy she owes to America and 
which America has justly demanded. 


TEXT OF THE DESPATCH.

AMOUNTS OWED AND OWING. 


The following is the full text of a despatch 
handed to the representatives of France, Italy, 
the Serb-Croat-Slovene State, Rumania, 
Portugal, and Greece in London respecting war 
debts, and issued by the Foreign Office yester- 


day :— 

: Foreign Office, August 1, 1922. 

Your ExCELLEgNcCY,—Ás Your Excellency is 
aware, the general question of the French 
debt to this country has not as yet been the 
subject of any formal communication between 
the two Governments, nor are His Majesty's 
Government anxious to raise it at the present 
moment. Recent events, however, leave them 
little choice in the matter, and they feel com- 
pelled to lay before the French Government 
their views on certain aspects of the situation 
created by the present condition of interna- 
thona) indebtedness. 

Speaking, in general terms, the war debts, 
exclusive of the interest. due to Great Britain 
at the present moment, amount in the aggre- 
gate to about £3,400,000,000 of which Germany 
ewes £1,450,000,000, Russia £650,000,000, and 
our Allies £1,300,000,000. On the other hand, 
Great Britain owes the United States about a 
quarter of thie sum—say, £850,000,000 at par 
of exchange, together with the interest accrued 
since 1919. 

No international discussion has yet taken 
place on the unexampled situation disclosed by 
these figures, and, pending a settlement which 
would go to the root of the problem, His 
Majesty's Government have silently abstained 
“from making any demands upon their Allies, 
either for the payment of interest or the repay- 
ment of capital. 

But if action im the matter has hitherto been 
deemed inopportune, this is not because His 
Majesty's Government either underrate the evils 
of the present state of affairs or because they 
are reluctant to make large sacrifices to bring 
it to an end. On the contrary, they are prepared, 
if such a policy formed part of a satisfactory in- 
ternational settlement, to remit al] the debte due 
to Great Britain by our Allies in respect of 
loans or by Germany in respect of reparations. 

Recent events, however, make such a policy 
difficult of accomplishment. With the most 
perfect courtesy, and in the exercise of their 
undoubted rights, the American Government 
have required this country to pay the interest 
accrued since 1919 on the Anglo-American debt, 
to convert it from an unfunded to a funded 
debt, and to repay it by a sinking fund in 
twenty-five years. 

Such a procedure is clearly in accordance 
with the original contract. His Majesty's Go- 
vernment make no complaint of it. They re- 
cognise their obligations, and are prepared to 
fulfil them: bit evidently they cannot do so 
without profoundly modifying the course which, 
in different circumstances, they have wished to 
pursue. 


BRITAIN’S POSITION. 
ODLIGATIONS AND RIGHTS. 


They cannot treat the repayment of the 
Anglo-American loan as if it were an isolated 
incident in which only the United States of 
America and Great Britain had any concern. 
It is but one of a connected series of transac- 


as debtor, sometimes as creditor, and if our 
undoubted obligations as a debtor are to be 
enforced, our not less undoubted rights as a 
creditor cannot be left wholly in abeyance. 

His Majesty's Government do not conceal the 
fact that they adopt this change of policy with 
the greatest reluctance. It is true that Great 
Britain is owed more than it owes, and that if 
all the Inter-Allied war dents were paid, the 
British Treasury would, on balance, be a larger 
gainer by the transaction. But can the present 
world situation be looked at only from this 
narrow financial stadpoint ? 

It is true that many of the Allied and Asso- 
ciate] Powers are, as between each other, 
creditors or debtors or both; but they were and 
are much more. They were partrers in the 
greatest international effort ever made in the 
cause of freedom, and they are still partners 
in dealing with some at least of its results. 
Their debts were incurred. their loans were 
made, not for the separate advantage of par- 
ticular States, but for a great purpose common 
to them all, and that purpose has been, in 
the main, accomplished. 

To generous minds it can never be agree- 
able, “although for reasons of State it may, 
perhaps, be necessary, to regard the monetary 
aspect of this great event as a thing apart, to 
be torn from its historical setting, and treated 
gs no more than an ordinary commercial dea!- 
ing between traders who borrow and capitalists 
who lend. There are, moreover, reasons of a diffe- 
rent order,to which I have already referred, which 
increase the distaste with which His Majesty's 
Government adopt so fundamental! an altera- 
tion in its met of dealing with loans to 
Allies. 

The economic ills from which the world is 
suffering are due tO many causes, moral and 
material, which are quite outside the scope 
of this despatch; but among them must cer- 
tainly be reckoned the weight of international 
indebtedness, with all its uphappy effects upon 
credit dnd exchange, upon national production 
and international trade. 

The peoples of all countries long for a speedy 
return to the normal, but how can the norma! 
be reached while conditions so abnormal are 

ermitted to prevail? And how can these con- 

itions be cured by any remedies that seem 
at present likely to be applied ?—for evidently 
the policy hitherto ounce by this country of 
refusing to make Senenih upon its debtors 
is only tolerable so long as it is generally 
accepted. 


COMMON ENTERPRISE. 
| EQUITY AS AMONG PARTNERS, 


It cannot be right that one partner in the 
common enterprise should recover all that she 
has lent, and that another, while recovering 
nothing, should be required to pay all that she 
has borrowed.

The British, French, and Italian repre- 
sentatives at Athens handed the replies 
of their respective Governments to M. 
Baltazzis, the Minister ‘for Foreign

allow the free passage of the Greeks to 
Constantinople.

CONFIDENCE IN CABINET 
SHAKEN. 


Reuter's Correspondent in Athens save that 
the negative character of the Allied Notes to 
the Greek, Government had been anticipated. 
The Allies’ attitude is likely to have a harmful 
effect on the position of the Protopapadakis 
Cabinet, which was responsible for the pro- 
posal. Cabinet Ministers had a. long Council 
meeting with the King yesterday, at which they 
discussed the lines that the Greek policy should 
follow in view of the new situation created. 

The Press Association learns that the Greeks 
have given an assurance to the-Allies that they 
will avoid further military demonstrations 
which may be considered as threatening the 
security of Constantinople, and will take stepe 
to stop clashes of a provocative nature between 
advanced military patrols in the neutral zone. 

A Constantinople telegram says that the 
Allied High Commissioners are continuing their 
consideration of the measures to be taken in 
the event of an advance on Constantinople, not 
only against Greek troops, but also against 
Greek sailors at present ‘stationed in the area. «

IMMEDIATE AND CONSISTENT 
OPPOSITION. 


Reuter's Agency learns, with reference to the 
charges made in the French Press of dilatory 
action on the part of the British Government In 
dealing with the threatened attack on Con- 
stantinople, that the following are the facts of 
the case :— 

On July 28, on receipt of the first Greek Note, 
which made no specific mention of any designs 
on Constantinople, the Foreign Office tele- 
graphed instructions to the British representa- 
tive in Athens to warn the Greek Government 
that if they were, as the Greek Presse stated, 
contemplati an advarice on Constantinople 
they should know that it would be resisted bv 
the Allied forces of occupation, and might entail 
the most serious consequences for Greece. The 
warning added that in view of the impending 
Conference any precipitate action by Greece 
would be highly uhdesirable. 

These instructions were duly carried out on 
the 29th. Meanwhile, the British representative 
at Athens had already, on his own initiative, 
two days earlier, reminded the Greek Minister 
for Foreign Affairs of the British warning con- 
veyed in 1921 that an attack on Constantinople 
would not be tolerated. 

On Saturday, July 29. at 5 p.m., there was 
received at the Foreign Office in London a 
telegram from His Majesty's Chargé d' Affaires 
at Athens reporting the receipt from the Greek 
Minister for Foreign Affairs of a second Note 
asking the Allied consent to a Greek advance on 
Constantinople. 

At 9 p.m. on the same evening a telegram was 
sent to Athens relterating Great Britain's de- 
termination not to consent to any such proposal, 
and within about 24 hours of the handing of 
the Greek request to the British representative 
at Athens a point-blank refusal had been com- 
municated in reply to the Greek Minister for 
Foreign Affairs,,in addition to the previous 

emn warnings which had anticipated the 
Greek request. 

It will thus be seen, in reference to the 
suggestion that His Majesty's Government have 
been slow or reluctant to reject these Greek 
proposals that, on the contrary, the Greek

NO GOVERNMENT STATEMENT. 


In the House of Lords yesterday. the Earl 
of Crawford, replying to Lord Lamington, 
said that the Government were not in a posi- 
tion to make any statement as to what might, 
or might not, be the intentions of the Greek 
Government in regard to Asia Minor. There 
was no great distress prevailing in the terri- 
tories occupied by the Greeks. It was not 
worse than that prevailing in the Turkish dis- 
tricis. No financial assistance was being given 
the Gredks with the sanction of the Govern- 
ment. He repudiated Lord Lamington’s suz- 
gestion that the Government had broken their 
pledges. No special permission was required, or 
was given, for the passage of Greek ships of 
war through the Bosphorus. Such passage did 
not involve any breach of neutrality.

HOW TO RELIEVE

“ THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The Select Committee on Estimates appointed 
in the early days of ‘the session has presented 
to the House of Commons a series of valuable 
reports. Handicapped though it is by the de 
privation of staff, and possessing restricted 
powers, it has pushed further and further back 
the investigation into the post-war cost of the 
Civil Service. The report summarising the 
results of these inquiries is a striking document 

It is unofficially calculated that, if the working 
day of the Civil Service were lengthened to 
seven and a quarter hours—a not excessive 
working day even for a model employer -to 
require—the number of civil servants could be 
reduced by 35,000. The average cost of a civil 
servant to-day is £207 a year, inciuding bonus 
The saving to be effected by the working of a 
seven and a quarter hour day would, therefore, 
amount to the annual sum of £7,245,000.

THE BALFOUR NOTE. 


In a leading article upon the Earl of Balfour's 
Note on the subject of war debts, 7’he TJ'imes 
observes :—It is a weighty and closely-reasoned 
document, not unworthy in style and form of 
its distinguished author. While it is not 
formally addressed to the United States, 1 
amounts to an indirect intimation that, if the 
United States will not cancel our debt, we must 
require our European debtors to pay to us 
amounts equivalent to that debt, and that we 
shall not be able to deal as generously as we 
might have wished to deal with Germany. In 
effect, therefore, the Note is aimed quite as 
much at American. public opinion as at the 
opinion of Europe. Whether the policy it 
suggests proves in practice to be sound or un- 
sound, wise or unwise, must in large measure 
depend upon the effect produced in America. 

We trust that our estimate of the influence 
of the Balfour Note upon America, may prove 
to be wholly erroneous, We should rejoice were 
it to meet with the response which 
its author and the British Government 
evidently anticipate. We should even 
be glad—wrong though the assumption 
might be—were the leaders of American 
apinion to ascribe the method which. the Go- 
vernment have adopted to - considerations of 
British domestic politics rather than to any 
desire to “ put the screw” on America. But 
in all the circumstances of the ¢ase we fear that 
the prospect of securing a general settlement 
of the reparations question and of inter-Allied 
indebtedness has not been improved by the 
Note. We await, not without anxiety, for this 
country and for Europe, the echoes which it is 
eertain to awaken on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

As regards its effects in Europe, we view 
with misgiving the prorosal that Great Britain 
should forego her entire claim to reparations 
from Germany. Not only does it tend to place 
our Allies, and, possibly, the Dominions, in an 
invidious position, but it may gratuitously pre- 
judice other British interests. With this aspect 
of the matter we propose, however, to deal on 
another occasion.

BOLSHEVISTS’ ACTIVITY. 
Commenting editorially upen the serious

“BAD POLICY.” 


The Morning Post remarks:—The despatch 
sent by the Earl of Balfour to France and the 
other Allied countries justifies the fears concern- 
‘ng its probable tone and substance. Behind 
‘ts logic, its suavity, its appeal to abstract 
justice is a distinct threat to the United States 
of America. It says in so many words that 
the United States is really responsible for the 
present chaotic condition and grave uncertainty 
ef the European financial situation because 
%& refuses to release Great Britain from 
its debt to America, and because 
therefore, Great Britain 1s unable to release 
France, Italy, Jugo-Slavia, Rumania. Portugal, 
and Greece from the debts which they owe to 
us. With all respect to’ Lord Balfour. we 
deeply deplore this Note. The Government 
ought to have expressed our unconditional 
readiness to America to repay our debt: and. at 
the same time, to have notified aur Allies that 
we are prepared to offer them, if not complete 
remission, at least a very generous indulgence. 
The Note will annoy America, and will make 
France despair. It is bad policy, and we doubt 


if it is even good electioneering.

He thought that the people were beginning to 
realise that unless they supported the cause of 
law and order in this country they would never 
have either peace or happiness or prosperity. 
He felt that it not necessary or desirable 
tor bim to makedany further observations, ex- 
cept to express te hope that the position of 
this country, and their county in particular, 
would continue to improve. For the many 
years that he had been coming there, both as 
counsel and judge, the County of Dublin had 
been remarkable for the maintenance of law 
and order, and he hoped that they would soon 
be able to congratulate themselves on the fact 
that the county had resumed the good character 
that it bore until a couple of years ago, when 
| commenced to ‘be overshadowed by serious 
crime.

STATE OF THE CITY. 

Addressing the city grand jury, the Lord 
Chief Justice said that there were thirteen cases 
returned for trial, and they were of the charac- 
ter that one might expect to find in a large 
city—larceny, .house-breaking, burglary, and 
embezzlement. As .o the general state of the 
city, for the last two months, when it was com- 
pared with the corresponding period of last 
year, ho was glad to observe that there was a 
substantial có sia in the number of cases. 
lt was, however, necessary in making a com- 
putation to exclude the period from the 28tb of 
June to the 6th of July, when military opera- 
tions were being carried out in their midst. 
There were 477 cases reported, as against 625 
for the corresponding period of last year, and 
having regard to the anxious time through 
which they had been passing, and taking into 
consideration the many extra duties cast upgn 
the police, he thought they would observe that 
there was a clear improvement in the city, 
which was a matter for congratulation. t 
would, however, be well if nobody would think 
that the present state of the city was as good 
as it ought to be. 

It was notable that in recent years the 
sanctity of human life and the protection of 
human property had not been regarded with 
ihe same care as was the case in the past. 
They, as citizens, and as members of the com- 
munity interested in the welfare of the city 
and county, were aware that unless that pro- 
perty was safe and the persons of the people 
secure it was impossible that there could be any 
real commercial prosperity, because commercial, 
prosperity was closely interwoven with the 
maintenance of law and order. He was glad to 
acc. however, that there were signs of an im- 
provement in the city, and he hoped that this 
improvement would continue, and that they 
would see a return to the great prosperity which 
was one of the ancient characteristics of the 
city. 
He also hoped that there would be a better 
sense regarding the protection of life, and that 
greater efforts would be made to keep property 
fully secure. The close co-operation of the 
Government, the citizens, and the people of 
every class was necessary to see that crime 
was not allowed to stalk in the land. The sure- 
ness of punishment was the greatest deterrent 
that evildoers could have before them.

ater. The Lords made it ible for a dis- 
banded man to get both compensation and pay 
or sion. As a matter of fact, the man 
would be able to join police forces in, say, 
Canada or Australia, or any police force in the 
United i to whose expenses Parliament, 
or any Parliament in Ireland, did not contri- 
bute in whole or in part, without their com- 
pensation allowances being taken into con- 
sideration. Another amendment proposed that 
the date of disbandment, February 25, should 
be put back to a date in December. He op- 
posed that amendment, and also an amendment 
ty, up a tribunal to consider questions after 
they had been settled by a Secretary of State 
in conjunction with the Treasury. The next 
amendment by the Lords was to embody in the 
bill the terms of the disbandment. His answer 
to that was that the terms could not be em- 
bodied in the bill because they were temporary 
measures which dealt with an emergency. 


PRE-DISBANDMENT PENSIONERS 


Another important amendment was to include 
in the bill all the pre-dishandment sioners 
of the R.L.C., numbering between 7,000 and 
8,000 men. It was not possible for him to ac- 
cept that, because it was outside the financial 
resolution of the bill. Further, pensioners were 
not te be considered in the same eens in 
Treland as the disbanded police. last

The Decree provides that—(a) Income tax

Income tax chargeable under Case IIT. of 
Schedule D shall be computed, in the case of

THE KING AND QUEEN.

Upon getting abeam the Magdalene 
the foreign ships crashed out a Royal salute, 
the sailors manned ship and cheered with all 
their might for the British Mpnarch. The 
King placed himself in as conspicuous a position 
as ible on the yacht, in order that he 
might be seen by those who had given him 
such a hearty and spontaneous demonstration 
of international courtesy. 

Whilst. the King was taking his cruise the 
Queen came ashore. She is reputed not to be 
a good sailor, but, however that may be, it is 
known that she enjoys touring the delightful 
southern island and visiting its interesting spots. 
About midday she landed at the East Cowes 
jetty and motored to Osborne House. She 
was dressed in cream serge and wore a small 
blue toque. Just before luncheon Her Majesty 
returned to the Victoria and Albert. She did 
not remain on the yacht long, and again taking 
advantage of the brilliant weather, motored to 
Shanklin and Ventnor in the afternoon. 

Lady Glentamar is entertaining extensively 
at Hamlet Lodge, where the house party in- 
cludes Princess. Margaret of Greece and the 
Marquis and Marehjoness of Milford-Haven. 
Prince George went up to have luncheon with 
them, and stayed for quite a long time.

Most elaborate ruics 
pave to be given in every language for the pr 
nuncistion of letters, quite different from tha 
patural to that language; so that the word 
“ phonetic ” tends to be misleading. ‘Lhe letter 
“ a,” for instance, in Esperanto has quite 4 
different sound from that associated in bny)is) 
with this letter; consqquently English-speaking: 
saces either “ mentally translate” it or prv- 
uounce it differently to Frenchmen. 

A good illustration occurred a few years ago 
at an international Congress of Esperantists in 
Cambridge. In a garden party my sister, whe 
knew no Esperanto, but many European 
languages, was invaluable as an interpreter be- 
tween Esperantists of different nationalities, as 
she could translate the pronunciation of a Swede 
to that of a Frenchman, so that the latter con!d 
understand.
